WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government has discovered that 
wingtips of the new jumbo jets 
are creating tornado-like winds 
in the sky capable of tearing 
apart light aircraft and hurling 
other 
jetliners 
toward 
the 
ground. 
The potential hazards of the 
funnel-shaped 
winds 
spinning 
off the wings of the 747s and C5s 
had been underrated, said Fed­ 
eral Aviation Administration of­ 
ficials familiar with a series of 
flight tests now being conclud­ 
ed. 
Swirling Winds 
The tests showed, for exam­ 
ple, that the swirling winds trail 
behind 
the 
huge 
planes 
for 
many miles and do not readily 
dissipate at high altitudes. They 
disclosed, too, that the invisible

turbulence can endanger pas­ 
senger airliners as well as small 
planes. 
Because of the winds — called 
wake turbulence or wingtip vor­ 
tices — the FAA has ordered a 
five-mile spacing at all times 
between the giant jets and air­ 
craft weighing lesss than 300,000 
pounds. 
No Crashes Reported 
There have been no cases re­ 
ported of planes crashing after 
flying into the turbulence gener­ 
ated by the jumbo jets. 
However, records compiled by 
the 
National 
Transportation 
Safety Board from 1964 through 
1969 reveal 98 cases where wake 
turbulence generated by sm all­ 
er jetliners was a cause or con­ 
tributing factor in crashes of 
light aircraft. 
These 
crashes 
caused 
20 


deaths and 54 serious injuries. 
Wingtip vortices have been a 
recognized 
phenomenon 
for 
years. All planes cause them to 
some degree. But, said Richard 
Sliff, 
deputy 
director 
of the 
FAA’s flight standards service, 
“We didn’t know the extent of 
the turbulence until tore under­ 
took this testing program. We 
were fully aware of wake turbu­ 
lence but we didn’t know its in­ 
tensity.” 
Small Planes Roll 
The tests showed that small 
aircraft 
which 
penetrate 
the 
wingtip vortices 
within 
three 
miles of the giant aircraft can 
be forced into a sudden roll of 75 
degrees. 
“In other words,” said the 
FAA’s William M. Flener, direc­ 
tor of air traffic service, “what 
we’re saying is that under cer­ 


tain circumstances a light air­ 
craft would break up structural­ 
ly.” 
However, the FAA’s chief of 
regulation and procedures, Rob­ 
ert Martin, said he does not be­ 
lieve that a plane flying into a 
powerful vortex would break up. 
But he does forsee a danger of 
crashing. 
Vortex Strength Noted 
The FAA measures the 747’s 
vortex strength as 7,700 feet 
squared per second and 
the 
C5A’s as 7,260 feet squared per 
second. Agency officials trans­ 
late this to wind speeds of 80 to 
90 miles per hour. 
The power of these vortices is 
nearly double that of the 707 jet­ 
liner which is listed in Safety 
Board records as the generator 
of crash-causing turbulence in 
six cases in a three-year period.

Jerks Into Bank 
At 60 feet above the runway 
the 737 suddenly jerked into a 
28-degree bank. The right wing 
dipped almost to the runway 
and the plane yawed abruptly 


leftward. 
Without 
exceptional 
pilots at the control, FAA offi­ 
cials said, the plane would have 
crashed. 
There are reports that an 
F104 fighter plane used in the 
tests was flipped upside down 
when the pilot flew into the vor­ 
tex of one of the giant jets. 
Asked about this, Al Morris­ 
sey of FAA’s Flight Standards 
Service, said: “The F104, hav­ 
ing a short wingspan, did ex­ 
perience rather drastic results 
as a result of vortices. Not only 
the F104 but other light planes 
were rolled out, pushed out of 
the vortices. During maneuvers 
some equipment was shaken up 
and some pilots were shaken 
up.” 
Planes Positioned 
But 
Morrissey 
emphasized 


that these were cases of test pi­ 
lots 
deliberately 
positioning 
their planes in the vortex, de­ 
liberately holding their planes 
there 
and deliberately 
flying 
deeper into the spinning winds. 
“This is quite different from 
every day operations where no­ 
body would purposely go in and 
stay there,” he says. 


FAA officials say the wingtip 
vortices 
are 
most 
dangerous 
during 
landings 
and 
takeoffs 
when large numbers of aircraft 
are 
concentrated 
in 
limited 
areas. But they say that requir­ 
ing several-minute intervals be­ 
tween takeoffs and landings al­ 
lows crosswinds time to break 
up the vortices. 
The agency does not consider 
the problem to be as great at 
high 
altitudes, 
although 
the 


tests revealed that — contrary 
to long-held belief — vortices of 
big jets do not readily dissipate 
when formed at 30,000 feet and 
above 
where 
most 
jetliners 
cruise. 


250 Mile Danger 


FAA officials cannot say pre­ 
cisely how long the vortices last 
at high altitudes, but estim ates 
range from a few minutes to 
half an hour. 
Given the longer time and jet­ 
liner 
cruising 
speeds 
of 
500 
miles an hour, this means the 
twisting winds could stretch out 
behind the jets for 250 miles. 
At present, about 65 of the 
747s have been delivered to air­ 
lines and about 200 are on order.

C5As, and eventually will have

Tougher Anticrime 
Bill Being Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Under 
heavy pressure from the admin­ 
istration and the House Republi­ 
can leadership a Judiciary sub­ 
committee moved today toward 
expected approval of a tough 
anticrime bill. 
The 
bill, 
moved 
along 
by 
Chairman Emanuel Ceiler, D- 
N.Y., to head off a GOP threat 
to force action, is aimed prima­ 
rily at organized crime and in­ 
cludes stiff antibombing provi­ 
sions. 
With law and order a major 
campaign issue this year, mem­ 
bers of both parties are anxious 
to get on record against crime. 
The GOP-sponsored discharge 
threat was first made Thursday, 
causing Ceiler to go along with 
the bill favored by the Republi­ 
cans and many Democrats and 
abandon his effort to make ex­ 
tensive changes. 
The result is a bill closely par­ 
alleling the version passed 73 to 
I last January by the Senate. A 
major difference is the addition 
of a new section aimed at the

of 
explosives 
bombings. 
The bill requires manufactur­ 
ers, dealers and importers of 
explosives to be licensed by the 
federal government. It also bars 
sales to persons under 21, fel­ 
ons, drug addicts, and anyone 
not a resident of the state in 
which the purchase is made, or 
a contiguous state. 
Although a final decision on 
penalties has not beef! made, 
tentative approval has been giv­ 
en to the death penalty for any­ 
one convicted of a bombing in 
which a death occurs. 
In addition to covering federal 
buildings, the bill makes it a 
crime to bomb property used or 
leased 
by 
the 
government, 
which 
would 
cover 
Selective 
Service offices and military re­ 
cruiting stations.

Formation of the Steering 
Committee for establishing a 
Diocesan Pastoral Council was 
reported by Msgr. Joseph Dun- 
leavy at the September meet­ 
ing of the Priests’ Senate of lh© 
Diocese of Marquette. 
In cooperation with the Bis­ 
hop of the Diocese, Charles A. 
Salatka, D.D., this 
committee 
will emplement the first ateps 
toward a council which will 
represent all segments of the 
Church membership in the Up­ 
per Peninsula. The formation 
of a Diocesan Pastoral Council 
is one of the primary goals of 
the Priests’ Senate. 
Fr. William Richards, presi­ 
dent of the Senate, also report­ 
ed on the meeting he attended 
in Chicago with the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Advisory Committee for a Na­ 
tional 
Pastoral 
Council. 
Fr. 
Richards explained that ’’our 
purpose there was to react and 
contribute ideas about forming 
a 
National 
Pastoral 
Council 
and not to come to proposals or 
decisions. This meeting was an­ 
other preliminary step toward 
establishing a pastoral council 
on the national level.” 
Diaft Information 
Fr. Leslie Perino, chairman. 
of the Social Action Committee 
of the Senate, reported on the 
project implementing the sug­ 
gestion of the United States 
Catholic 
Conference 
recom­ 
mendation to establish a draft 
information service in tile Di­ 
ocese. 
Purpose of such a program is 
“the collection, study, and dis­ 
semination of information re­ 
garding military service and 
the Selective Service system ... 
and to provide the individual 
with counseling designed to as­ 
sist him to make a responsible 
decision in the context of the 
individual’s view of justice and 
peace.” 
It was clearly pointed out 
that the objective of such a 
program was to provide infor­ 
mation so that young people 
ane aware of their legal options 
under the Selective Service law. 
A distinction is thus made be­ 
tween war-resistence counsel­ 
ing and draft counseling in such 
a program.

Coho salmon fishing continues 
to improve in the upper reaches 
of Little Bay de Noc and in the 
Whitefish River as far as John­ 
son’s Rapids, the Department of 
Natural Resources reported to­ 
day. 
Cliff Long, Escanaba district 
fish biologist, said officers esti­ 
mated about 50 fish per day be­ 
ing caught each day of the past 
week. 
He said fishermen have been 
successful in trolling spoons and 
other “hardware.” 
The DNR has installed its 
barrier weir on the Haymeadow 
Creek just above the gravel pit 
bridge and appealed to fisher­ 
men and residents of the area 
not to tamper with the weir. 
Removal of surplus coho salmon 
from the creek will depend on 
the efficiency of the weir, Long 
said. 
Surplus salmon removed from 
the Haymeadow Creek belong 
to the Blackpot Packing Co., 
Grand Rapids, under a contract 
with the DNR.

Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana,

sion of “one man, one vote” 
to the problem of Presidential 
selection. 
How many people know that 
the most imposing case for re­ 
taining the Electoral College 
has been made by certified lib- ' 
erals who are for “one man, 
one vote” in almost every oth­ 
er instance? 
Theodore White, the author 
of “The Making of the Presi­ 
dent” books, has. for example, 
weighed in with the argument 
that if a Chief Executive is to 
be chosen by “raw vote” in­ 
stead of by vote of the Elec­ 
toral 
College 
in 
accordance 
with a local “winner-take-all” 
unit rule inside each state, it 
would inevitably mean that 
the venal big city machines of 
the Northwest would dominate 
our politics from here on in.

White diagnosis and adds his 
own variation to the analysis: 
he says that direct election of 
the President by a 40 per cent 
popular plurality, as provided 
for by the Bayh amendment, 
would saddle the whole U. S.

Dear Ann Landers: I’m an­ 
other mother who 
also 
had 
“rotten luck” with a colicky 
child who later was incorrigible 
in school, etc. The poor woman 
is probably guilt 
ridden 
and 
frantic. Maybe I can help her. 
My son was just a* bad as 
hers, maybe worse. He, too, was 
super-energetic, uncontrollable, 
impossible to handle. I had to 
do something because he was 
making a nervous wreck out of 
me and having a terrible effect 
on our other children. 
I went to my doctor for help. 
He laughingly said, “You have 
a very peppy child 
on 
your 
hands,” and gave me a booklet 
on discipline. In desperation I 
began to read everything I could 
find on hyperactive children. 
What I learned convinced me 
that my son’ hyperactivity was 
a medical problem and I wasn’t 
such a lousy mother after all. 
I now know that hyperkinetic 
children have immature nerve 
endings within the brain which 
cause excessive and misdirected 
activity. Tranquilizers can be 
a great help. Pediatricians have 
also discovered that some hy­ 
perkinetic children are often 
highly allergic. In many cases, 
after the allergies have been 
pinpointed and shots given, the 
hyperactivity has disappeared 
entirely. 
I am not ruling out counsel­ 
ing. Even though the root pro­ 
blem is medical, the personality 
problems must be dealt with. 
Today I am confident that my 
son will grow up to be a nor­ 
mal adult — something I didn’t 
believe possible a few year* ago. 
—- A Thankful Mother 
Dear Mother: I have discussed 
hyperkinetic children 
in 
this 
column on several occasions and 
have repeatedly advised moth­ 
ers of jet-propelled youngsters 
to have them 
examined 
and 
tested by a specialist. The au­ 
thorities with whom I consult 


say there is no clinical or lab­ 
oratory evidence that the nerve 
endings in hperkinetic children 
are abnormal. Nor 
do 
these 
children tend to be more aller­ 
gic than ether children. The 
brain of the hyperkinetic child 
can be compared to a revved up 
motor. All the parts are good, 
but the motor needs to be re­ 
adjusted. These children often 
respond well to drugs. And you 
are 
right 
about 
counseling. 
Therapy 
is 
strongly recom­ 
mended for most hyperkinetic 
children. They need emotional 
realignment to cope with the 
transition from hyperactivity to 
normality. Thanks you for writ­ 
ing and good luck to you and 
the boy.'

Woodcock Sees 
No Quick Accord 


WASHINGTON (AP) —United 
Auto Workers President Leon­ 
ard Woodcock predicted on na­ 
tional television Sunday 
there 
would be “no quick settlement” 
in the union's strike against 
General Motors Corp. 
Woodcock indicated 
that if 
major 
national 
issues 
are 
agreed on. numerous local dis­ 
putes across the country may 
prolong the strike. 
“At the point that the strike 
began. General Motors was un­ 
able to move either nationally 
or locally,” Woodcock saki of 
union attempts to get a new of­ 
fer. 
Local Maters Eyed 
“And we now have the local 
matters still to settle. And that 
process hasn’t even begun.” 
Woodcock said that nationally 
the union “can quickly do it” 
but “locally it takes longer.” 
Woodcock made his remarks 
on the ABC television program, 
“Issues and Answers.” 
He said union demands are 
not excessive and that the UAW 
is asking only “to catch up on 
the cost af living.” 
No Harm To Economy 
Woodcock 
denied 
that 
the 
strike against GM, the world’s 
largest 
manufacturer, 
would 
harm the economy and said 
Nivon administration 
officials 
have assured him it is a “drop 
in the bucket . . a very small 
piece of the national economy.” 
However, he said he was not 
very optimistic about unemploy­ 
ment or inflation decreasing in 
th# near future, adding: “I’m 
sure the Nixon administration is 
not very happy to have this or 
any strike.” 
Woodcock 
said 
he 
doesn’t 
think President Nixon is “inimi- 
cable towards us but it is a fact 
of life. The world hasn’t come to 
an end because General Motors 
is cai strike and, as far as the in­ 
dividual striker is concerned, 
it’s just as rough. . .” 
Room For Compromise 
Without getting specific, Wood­ 
cock said there is “room for 
compromise” on the national is­ 
sues, which include increased 
pension benefits a program to 
retire workers with 30 years 
service at $500 a month regard­ 
less of age, and an unlimited 
cost 
af 
living 
escalator 
on 
wages. 
On the wage Issue, GM has of­ 
fered an additional 38 cents an 
hour and the union wants 63 
cents for the first year of the 
three-year pact. The average 
hourly wage at GM now is $4.02 
or $160.80 a week before taxes. 
Woodcock said the union will 


raise “the necessary money just 
to keep what I’d call an old­ 
fashioned strike going” if there 
is no settlement by the time the 
union’s $120 million strike fund 
runs out in an estimated six or 
seven weeks. 
Opposes Mediator 
“We’ve had these strikes be­ 
fore without a strike fund. W$ 
don’t look forward to it, but 
we’ll continue to strike if we 
have to,” Woodcock said. He did 
not say where the additional 
money would come from. 
He also said he would oppose 
a federal mediator stepping into 
the strike. “There is no difficulty 
communicating” 
between 
the 
UAW 
and 
GM 
negotiators, 
Woodcock stated. 


Lake Michigan 


'Warm Water’ 


Warning Issued 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Fed­ 
eral Interior Department, warn­ 
ing that heat pollution 
could 
make Lake Michigan a “dead 
lake” by the year 2,000, has 
urged a ban on the discharge of 
hot water into the lake by nu­ 
clear power plants. 
Only one pQant-at Big Rock 
Point near Charlevoix-currently 
dumps hot water into the lake, 
but seven other nuclear plants 
will be in operation on the Lake 
Michigan shore by the mid - 
1970’s. 
The Interior Department, in a 
report issued at Chicago, urged 
that steps be taken now, while 
the other plants are being built 
to forestall future thermal pol­ 
lution. 
The report said dumping of 
hot waste water into the lake 
would be “intolerable from the 
fish and wildlife standpoint by 
the year 2,000” and that con­ 
ditions 
resulting from 
s u c h 
dumping could cause “mass die­ 
offs of shore and water birds.” 
Perch, 
whitefish, 
herring, 
trout and coho salmon would al­ 
so be affected, the report said. 
The report recommended sev­ 
eral ways to avoid dumping hot 
waste water, including the use 
af cooling ponds and holding 
towers. 
Conclusions of the report will 
be discussed at a five • day 
thermal workshop sponsored by 
the Interior Department in Chi­ 
cago, starting Sept. 28.

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State Senate, House Differ 
On Clean River Legislation 


LANSING (AP) - Another 
pieie of environment-protecting 
legislation has become a hot is­ 
sue in Lansing, now that some 
tough new laws are safely on 
the books. 
Michigan drew national atten­ 
tion earlier this year with pass­ 
age of a bill giving citizens the 
right to file suit to protect na­ 
tural resources, even without 
showing personal loss. The Leg­ 
islature also passed a law re­ 
quiring 
companies 
to report 
their waste discharges and pay 
the state a fee for its work as 
watchdog. 
The latest controversy is ovpr 
a bill to designate and protect 
wild 
and 
scenic 
streams. 
Each chamber has approved a 
bill, but neither will accept the 
other’s version. 
Authority Key Issue 
Key issue is whether the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources 
would have authority to issue 
stream-protecting zoning regula­ 
tions if local authorities fail to.

South America 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) — 
American officials view the Chi­ 
lean election of Marxist Salva­ 
dor Allende as marking the pos­ 
sible start of a large Latin 
American Communist bloc of 
nations. 
In addition to Chile, officials 
mentioned Peru, Argentina and 
Bolivia as candidates for Com­ 
munist domination. 
An assessment of Allende’s 
impact on Latin affairs came 
from a high American official 
who briefed Midwestern pub­ 
lishers, editors and broadcast­ 
ers 
In 
Chicago. 
The White 
House- organized backgrounder 
was presented Wednesday, but 
ground rules prevented release 
of what was said until the week­ 
end. 
Although President Nixon was 
involved in some briefings, he 
was not on hand for the Allende 
analysis. 
Allende failed to get a clear 
popular-vote majority in the 
Chilean election, but his election 
by the Chilean Congress, with 
whom the decision rests, was 
expected by the American offi­ 
cial. 
Over a period of years, Al­ 
len de will probably establish a 
Communist government of some 
sort thereby bringing Commu­ 
nism 
across 
the hemisphere 
from hoisted Cuba to a major 
inland nation. 
The Inter-American Press As­ 
sociation said over the weekend 
that Communist pressures are 
already being felt in Chile. 
The LAPA said in a report 
that newspapers and radio sta­ 
tions are being sold in the wake 
of threats of violence. Newsmen 
have resigned and anti-Marxist 
reporters have been dismissed, 
IAPA said. 
The American view of South 
America in years to come is 
that Chile might be joined by al­ 
ready deeply divided Argentina; 
by Peru, described as heading 
in directions difficult to deal 
with; and by Bolivia, which the 
official said is moving left, in an 
anti-United States direction. 
The future of the Organization 
of American States and the 
Western 
Hemisphere Defense 
Board would become extremely 
problematical, he added. The 
United States is keeping a close 
watch on the situation, but the 
official said at this point its in­ 
fluence is not too great in Chile.

They claimed 
the Senate version provided no 
real protection, that it would 
call attention to scenic rivers 
without giving the state any real 
authority to keep them that 
way. 
The bill came up again dur­ 
ing the two-day session last 
week. The House refused by a 
resounding 95-0 vote to accept 
the Senate bill. The next day, 
the Senate refused 15-13 to ac­ 
cept the House version. Now the 
matter is in conference commit­ 
tee. 
Pair Disappointed 
Both Gov. William Milliken 
and Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley 
thought enough of the House 
version to issue statements of 
disappointment after the Senate 
refused to accept it. And Con­ 
sumers Power Co. has come in 
for a lot of criticism from con­ 
servation groups. 
They claim the big

voiced no opposition to the bill 
when it sailed through the House 
and then through Senate com­ 
mittees.

'Cool Rhetoric/ 
Parochiaid Foes, 
Friends Told 
DETROIT (AP) — Attorney 
General Frank Kelley Sunday 
called far partisans on both 
sides of the controversial paro­ 
chiaid issue to “cool their rhe­ 
toric before words and emotions 
get out of hand." 
Citing reports of inflammatory 
statements by both sides in de­ 
bate on the issue, he said

LONDON (AP) — The British 
government gave $26,000 to a 
girl whose face was marred 
when a former boy friend threw 
acid at her. It awarded $12,000 
to a young steward deprived of 
fatherhood when he was hit in 
the groin by a shipboard bullet. 
The money was paid by a 
body set up in 1964 to see that 
the sufferings of innocent vic­ 
tims of violent crime “do not go 
unrewarded." 
The Criminal Injuries Com­ 
pensation Board had paid out 
$17 million, and more people are 
appealing to it every year. 
Anybody can apply who suf­ 
fers physical injury from violent 
crimes, either as a victim or by 
trying to stop the crime or help 
the police.

Cronk, was alleged by a private 
pathologist to have died after 
receiving numerous bruises and 
internal injuries. An official au­ 
topsy said Cronk died of pneu­ 
monia and made no mention of 
bruises or injuries. 


Two local merchants, includ­ 
ing Traverse City Mayor Wil­ 
liam Lynch, reportedly claim 
hospital officials have pressured 
them to drop their advertising in 
the paper; whose stories caused 
furious controversy in the city. 
“The State is already investi­ 
gating the 
circumstances 
sur­ 
rounding the death of the 
in­ 
m ate,” Kelley said, “but even 
if the hospital is totally blame­ 
less ... this latest report of the 
use of the authority of the state 
of Michigan to put pressure on 
a newspaper is shocking and 
terrify in g .”

“Emba” prefix, while the dark 
pelts go to the Great Lakes 
Mink Association, selling under 
the Blackglama label. 
Five 
main 
auction 
houses 
handle most of the pelts. Hud­ 
son Bay Company Fur Sales 
of New 
York City auctions 
many of the pelts from these 
Upper Michigan mink ranchers. 
Fur imports from such places 
as the Scandinavian countries 
do hurt the American mink 
business. The American mink 
is generally of superior quality. 
In order to help keep this 
quality advantage, many of the 
Michigan 
mink ranchers au­ 
thorize any pelt not worth at 
least $3 to be scrapped or de­ 
stroyed. 
Mink ranchers like the Boyd- 
stons, the Goodmans and the 
Galetas work hard to maintain 
and build a market for their su­ 
perior mink.

Irving Bluestone, 
codirector of the union’s GM de­ 
partment, and other top officials 
spent most of the past five days 
touring the nation and meeting 
with local union leaders.

the strike, discuss strategy with 
the local officials and get nego­ 
tiations on local in-plant issues 
going.

HUD Funds For 
Detroit Delayed

IMF Head Advocates 
Wage, Price Controls 


COPENHAGEN (AP) — The 
managing director of the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund told the 
World Bank’s annual meeting 
today 
he 
hopes 
the 
United 
States will strengthen its bal­ 
ance of payments position by 
working to eliminate inflation 
and restore price stability. 
At the same time. Pierre-Paul 
Schweitzer, chief official of the 
116-nation body, proposed that 
inflation-hit industrial countries 
consider instituting wage and 
price controls. 
The French IMF chief did not 
specifically single out the Unit­ 
ed States in exploring this idea, 
but declared that wage and 
price controls may be particu­ 
larly useful in tackling contin­ 
ued cost-push forces “at a time 
when fiscal and monetary poli­ 
cies have stamped out excess 
demand and the economy is op­ 
erating below capacity.” 
This summarized the current 
situation in the United States 
and left the implication that 
Schweitzer was directing his re­ 
marks to Washington, among 
others. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery to the opening session of 
the 
IMF-World 
Bank 
annual 
meeting, Schweitzer underlined 
the importance to the interna­ 
tional monetary system of ob­ 
taining 
a 
sustained improve­ 
ment in the U.S. balance of pay­ 
ments position. 


While noting some “encourag­ 
ing" recent signs in U.S. and 
Canadian price developments, 
Schweitzer said over-all stabili­ 
zation efforts against stubborn 
inflationary 
momentum 
had 
met with some disappointment. 
“In both countries wage set­ 
tlements are still running sub­ 
stantially in excess of normal 
productivity 
growth 
and 
the 
task of economic management 
is 
clearly 
difficult,” 
he de­ 
clared. 
He added: “The United States 
and Canada will need to perse­ 
vere in their protracted stabili­ 
zation efforts—with 
particular 
care in the current situation of 
economic slack to avoid exces­ 
sively 
expansionary 
policies 
that might nullify the progress 
already 
made 
against 
infla­ 
tion.” 
Schweitzer noted that during 
the first half of 1970, price in­ 
creases in industrial countries 
were the largest since the Ko­ 
rean War two decades ago. He 
cautioned national authorities to 
“attach a very high priority” to 
programs aimed at arresting 
the trend. 
Schweitzer said it was “unfor­ 
tunate” that 
some 
industrial 
countries, by coring with such 
problems, h?d not given devel­ 
opment 
assistance 
the 
high 
priority it deserved. 
At the 
same time, he welcomed the 
declaration by a large majority 
of donor governments in Tokyo 
sessions last week that they 
were in agreement with the 
principle “of untying develop­ 
ment loans”—that is providing 
them to developing countries 
without 
imposing 
reciprocal 
purchasing obligations. 
On another key question fac­ 
ing the conference, Schweitzer 
indicated there would be no fi­ 
nal decision in Copenhagen on 
whether 
currency 
exchange 
rates—now permitted to fluctu­ 
ate one per cent either side of a 
fixed parity—should be made 
more flexible.

Private Money 
Collectors Out, 
Government Says 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department, while ad­ 
mitting that its collections of 
debts owed the federal govern­ 
ment declined last year, says it 
won’t resort to private bill col­ 
lectors.
